1. Set up the Christmas tree 
away from stairs and heating and 
lighting fixtures and anchor it se- 
curely with the butt in a pan of 
water. Discard ~ all evergreens 
| promptly after Christmas. 

2. Use non-burning ornaments 
on trees, and room decorations and 
costumes that have been ‘treated to 
make them fire resistant. The so- 
lution used for this purpose con- 
tains nine ounces of borax and 
four ounces of boric acid to one 
gallon of water. Application by 
steeping in a warm solution is pre- 
fera ble, but dipping, brushing and 
Spraying can also be used, The fa- 
bric should then be drained and 
hung up to dry 

3. Avoid all use of lighted can- 
dies, Instead, use sets of minia- 
ture electric lights that are identl- 
fled as safé by the label of Under-

4, Dispose of tissue paper and 
wrappings from gifts immediately.

to the doors with Oakland County . 
sportsmen, who passed the resolu- 
tion without one dissenting vote. 

This makes the second “bomb- 
shell” tossed by Michigan sports- 
men’s clubs. It seems very evident 
that they -are-not satisfied by..the .. 
Conservation. Department's— fish ~ 
policies. Although two metropol- 
itan daily newspaper outdoors 
writers seemed to see the problem - 
eye-to-eye with the MUC 
tors and the department men, it is 
clear that at least two of Michi- 
gan’s sport clubs don't go along 
with that thinking. 

The whole affair came out into 
the open when the local-club ask- - 
ed the MUCC directors to circulate 
their resolution among the mem- 
ber clubs of the state, to act on 
favorable or unfavorable, or to ig- 
nore. The directors refused the 
Grayling Club that request. The 
local club-is a. member of the 
MUCC. 

At their last meeting, the mom- 
bers of the clhib seemed to feel 
that the MUCC was but a clear- 
inhouse for the exchange of id¢as 
among the sportsmen of the state, 
and should not act-as a censoring: 
hody. 

Certainly further action can be 
contemplated on both sides. The 
change of administration in Lan- 
sing on January 1 may have some | 
bearing on a complete hearing of” 
the ‘situation. ° :
